Dear Mr. Barrys 


In renvly to your letter of November 2, 1953 with 
reference to the aheve subject, I reply as follows: 


Section 7 of chapter 234, Lays of 1951, sneci- 
fically states that funds for the cost of administering the 
act shall be obtained from the approoriate volitical sub-~ 
division on a pro-rata basis "based unon the number of 
members of soid state division or political sub-division 
coming within the vorovisions of this act." 


Determination of contributions must be made in 
accordance with this specific method. While it may be admin- 
istratively desirable to collect by assessing costs based on 
a fixed vercentage of a volitical sub-division's ware contri- 
bution, the statute as now written would not allow it.
